San Franclsco, June 7.—After an ab-
gence of about six months, mostly spent
at Panama, the monitor Wyoming and
the torpedo-boat destroyers Paul Jones
and Preble returned to port before
daylight yesterday morning. The Wy-
oming and Paul Jones went to an an-
chorage off Harrison wstreet, but the
Preble proceeded to the Mare Island
navy yard, where Midshipmen W.
Brown, jr. and B. M. Robertson and
the crew of 70 men will be transferred
to the destroyer Perry, which la to
join the Wyoming and Paul Jones In
the bay and proceed with them in a
few days to Puget Sound to join the
other ships of the squadron.

The roughest wenther of the whole
trip from Panama was experienced by
the vessels on the run from Ventura
to this port, Al Ventura during the
four days’ stay a heavy swell and sea
were continuous with strong winds
from the west-southwest, and on the
way here the Wyoming and destroyers
fought against a hard sea. It was par-
ticularly rough off Point Conception,
with mist and fog most of the time
“However,” reports Captain Cottman,
of the Wyoming, “the three vessels
came along In good shape.”

The voyage of the Wyoming and the
destroyers to Panama s looked upon
a8 demonstrating beyond doubt their
seagoing abilitles. The Wyoming par-
ticularly, considering her type, proved
at all times satisfuctory and convinced
her officers as well as those on the
other vessels of the fleet that she would
be a formidable warship at sea.
